NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the llth February 1956 

S.B.O. 380.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section ( 1 ) of section 
4 of the Dock Workers (Regulation of Employment) Act, 1948 (IX of 1948), the 
Central Government hereby directs that the following furthet amendments sht^ 
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be made In the Calcutta Dock Workers (Rsjgulation of Employment) Scheme, 
1051, the same having been previously published as required by the said sub¬ 
section, namely;— 


Amendments 

In clause 13 of the said Scheme— 

1. For sub-clause (1), the following sub-clause shall be substituted, namely:— 

“(1) Any dock worker who, on the date of constitution of the Board, Is In 
the employment of any employer to whom the Scheme applies shall 
be eligible for registration- but no such worker shall be so eligible 
unless he applies for registration on or before the date fixed by the 
Board for this purpose: 

Provided that no registration shall be made in excess of the total number 
of workers determined in each category under clause 12." 

2. After sub-clause (3), the following sub-clause shall be added, namely:— 

“(4) Notwithstanding any other provision of the Scheme, where the Board 
Is of opinion that any dock worker has secured his registration by 
supplying any ihlse information in his application or by withholding 
any information'wequired therein, or where it appears that a worker 
has been reglsteVd Improperly or incorrectly, whether in violation 
of the provisions of sub-clause (1), or otherwise, the Board may direct 
the removal of his) name from the register: 

Provided that before giving any such direction the Board shall give him 
an opportunity of showing cause against the same.”
